T hese nations have m oney with which to p re­ 
pare for an o th er huge w ar, but they have nothing 
for us. 
To the average observer it m ust appear th a t 
Uncle Sam is Public Sucker No. 1.

W HITHER ARE WE GOING? 


Som eone said of Columbus th a t 
he 
didn’t 
know w here he w as going, didn’t know w here he 
was w hen he got there— and didn’t know w here 
he had been w hen he got back! M any of us, to­ 
day, are equally bewildered. 
Ju st w here we are 
—and w hither are we going? 
We have sighted strange shores, but we have 
yet to drop anchor. Some say we a re headed for 
Fascism ; others say, Com m unism ; still others, a 
liberalized dem ocracy. As a m ater of fact, if the 
rank and file of the Am erican people have any­ 
thing to say about it—if they recognize the danger 
signals— we shall eventually get back on a safe 
course and em erge a stronger, b etter Republic. 
But ju st w hat are the danger signals? 
T he fundam ental difference betw een dem o­ 
cracy and Fascism is th a t th e form er favors 
a 
m axim um of individual freedom — th e latter, a 
m axim um of governm ental 
coercion. 
R ussia’s 
governm ent is called Com munistic because, sup­ 
posedly, it is controlled principally in the in terest 
of the m asses. 
T he G erm an and Italian govern­ 
m ents are called F ascist 
because, 
supposedly, 
they are conducted prim arily in th e in terest of 
the middle classes. But they are essentially alike, 
in th a t they control every econom ic activity of 
their people. 
And to accom plish this, they have 
crushed all freedom of political expression o r ac­ 
tion. 
T hey have a m aster sta te —a servant peo­ 
ple! 
Railw ay Age m akes this p ertin en t com m ent 
regarding the drift in our own country: “We are 
far advanced tow ard the establishm ent of govern­ 
m ent control of production, distribution and ex­ 
change— th a t is, of economic Fascism . 
F urther 
legislation to com plete its establishm ent is being 
prom oted, such as legislation to regulate hours of 
work, w ages, prices, trade practices, farm output, 
profits and capital investm ent. 
T he forces 
of 
radicalism are organized and aggressive and are 
advancing tow ard their goal of class control of 
governm ent for th e establishm ent of economic 
Fascism in the supposed in terest of th e m asses, 
but actually and directly contrary to the in terest 
of all classes, and especially of the m asses.” 
T h at, perhaps, is a gloomy picture. But the 
danger is real and cannot be denied. It is tim e for 
every A m erican to indulge in sober consideration 
—to weigh the force of every new enactm ent pro­ 
posed in Congress, and to determ ine w h eth er that 
enactm ent is a step to th e left, or a step to the 
right. 
Fascism and Com munism do not come 
over night. T hey come progressively, by a series 
of acts, often under patriotic labels. 
T he theory of our A m erican governm ent is 
th at the sta te is th e servant of the people—not 
the people the servant of the state! Nor have we 
any brief for classes, w hether they be m asses, the 
middle class, or the upper class. We w ant no part 
of a class society. U nder the circum stances, let’s 
take tim e off to be vigilant, active p artn e rs in gov­ 
ernm ent. 
We need not be alarm ists, but we do 
need to be alert, aggressive citizens, determ ined 
to see th a t we drop anchor in the rig h t port. — 
California P rogress Review. 


PREACHING VS. PRACTICING 


A Com m unist agitator rode into Hyde park, 
London, and, afte r leaning his bicycle against the 
railing, m ounted a soap box and proceeded to ad­ 
dress th e crowd. 
“If your family is hungry,” he shouted, “ raid 
a shop and take food for them , and don’t care 
w hat anybody says.

NUISANCE TAXES STILL UNPOPULAR 
BUT PEOPLE PAY 
W hen the m atter of nuisance taxes cam e be­ 
fore the public a short time ago through action 
to extend them for an o th er tw o years, m any of 
us had alm ost forgotten w hat m erchandise com es 
under this heading. 
According to the dictionary, a nuisance tax is 
a “small tax which becomes a nuisance from 
being passed on for collection in sm all am ounts 
from the consum er.” 
While the am ount paid on 
each article is not appreciable, the entire tax 
m ounts heavily in a year as was attested in 1936 
w hen the tax ra n far above a billion dollars. 
The tax on gasoline sales alone th a t year was 
$177,339,587, and w hen coupled with passenger 
autom obiles, trucks, m otorcycles, automobile ac­ 
cessories, tires and lubricating oil, it is readily 
apparent th a t the autom otive business 
alone 
brought in an im m ense am ount of income from 
the nuisance tax. 
oTilet preparations sold in the United S tates 
paid the governm ent over $13,000,000 in taxes, 
and the buyers of m echanical refrigerators paid 
over $7,000,000. 
Add to those larger items, the 
additional 
sm aller taxes paid on cam eras, m atches, chewing 
gum, sporting goods, furs, radio and phonograph 
records, brew ers supplies, electrical energy, fire­ 
arm shells and cartridges, and there is little doubt 
th a t the public is paying well for the privilege of 
buying w hat m ight be term ed in some instapces 
“luxuries” although in this day of m odern de­ 
m ands they are actually “necessities.” 
Wliile there were som e expressions of disap­ 
proval w hen th e tax w as first levied, the con­ 
sum ers becam e accustom ed to the extra assess­ 
m ent as tim e w ent on and assum ed a “grin and 
bear it” a ttitu d e ”, and continued to buy. 
We, a s A m erican people have established a 
certain stan d ard of living which cannot be láw-rijÁ 
ered if we are to m aintain our family dignity. In 
order to pay th e extra assessm ents, m any fam i­ 
lies are forced to cut on other expenditures. Thfi. 
very fact th at th ere is seldom a wom an or girl of 
teen age seen who is not wearing face powder 
and rouge, and silk stockings is one evidence that 
we pay th e price for vanity’s dem ands. 
And 
w here do we find a m an without a car, and how 
m uch attention does he pay now to the gasoline 
tax or the tax on the lubricating oil? 
We are a queer people. 
We fuss and fume 
and declare we shall not. accept som ething we 
deem unfair and unwise, and yet, if it affects our 
everyday com fort and we would he de«i4Í^som e- 
thing by foregoing it, we turn face about and pfcv 
the penalty. 
T here is no doubt th at ihe Ameri­ 
can people are spoiled. 
They like the best there 
is going, and just as long as they are able to m ake 
ends m eet or secure credit, they will continue to 
satisfy th eir every wish. 
f 
T here w ere few people who did not s’torm 
around about th e nuisance tax when it w as first 
levied, but little was heard when legislation was 
proposed last week to extend it ap o th er two 
years. 
Undoubtedly, we still do not 
but 
we have learned to be more tolerant sinc*ij^i^. 
know it is eith er a case of pay it or do withomM*'*1 
the articles upon which the tax m ust be paid.— 
Exchange.

To­ 
day the debt reduction problem is not so Simple,., 
for the Federal governm ent, to an extent h itherto ** 
unknown, has becom e a vast and constantly ex­ 
panding bureaucracy th a t costs us m ore than $7,­ 
000,000,000 a year. 
S enator Byrd of Virginia, one of the few con­ 
gressional advocates of real economy, has cited 
som e astounding figures. The Federal civil exec­ 
utive payroll—excluding relief, m ilitary and pen­ 
sion rolls—grew a t th e rate of 1,000 persons 
a 
m onth betw een D ecem ber, 1934, and Septem ber, 
1936. 
It now costs the taxpayers $1,500,000,000 
a year. And so rapidly has this bureaucracy ex­ 
panded its operations, th a t more than 85 per cent 
of th e personnel is em ployed outside W ashington. 
S enator Byrd says also, citing another exam ­ 
ple of bureaucratic grow th: “In M arch, 1933, the 
governm ent w as leasing 6,084 buildings or parts 
of buildings outside of W ashington. B etw een then 
and July 1, 1936, th e leased num ber rose to 11,842, 
although in the m eantim e the governm ent 
has 
built 664 new buildings a t a cost of $329,000,000.”

HEALTH OFFICER OFFERS 
ADVICE IN CASE OF 
SNAKEBITE ON VACATIONS 
W ith vacation tim e at hand and w ith 
m any of th e boys’ clubs and fam ilies 
taking th eir children to the m oun­ 
tains w here there are rattlesnakes, 
Dr. W arren F. Fox, Im perial county 
health officer, has prepared a w arning 
fo r all vacationists and a num ber of 
rem edies in case of snakebite. 
F irst, he points out prevention. 
H e 
advises w earing stout leather leggings 
o r high le a th er hoots. 
Second he sug­ 
g ests carrying a sm all pocket kit con­ 
taining: 


1.—R ubber tubing for ligature 
or 
tourniquet. 


2.—Sm all bottle of iodine. 
3.—S terile razor blade in a 
sm all 
bottle. 
4.—Cup and suction bulb. 
In treatin g a snakebite, 
Dr. 
Fox 
urges anyone to place them selves or 
o th ers under a doctor’s care and re­ 
moval to a hospital as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
In giving first aid Dr. Fox suggests 
th e following; 
1.—Apply ligature above fang punc­ 
tures. 
(a )—Do not apply too lightly. 
(b )— R elease every 15 or 20 m inutes 
for one to tw o m inutes. 
(c )—-Paint the whole area with io­ 
dine. 
2.— Make crucial cross incisions with 
razor blade. 
(a )—Through the skin and connec­ 
tive tissue at each fang puncture. 
lb )—Follow with sim ilar incisions 
about three-fourth inch apart over the 
en tire sw ollen parts. 
3—Apply glass cup with stout rub­ 
ber suction bulb over each incision. 
(a )—Draw off bloody fluid. 
(b l— P ersist with th e use of suction 
for one half hour and repeat at inter­ 
vals while th ere is any swelling. 


(c )— Move ligature up the lim b if 
any swelling appears above it. 


4.—Som etim es it helps to inject a 
two per cent salt solution into tissues 
to dilute and facilitate suction. 


5.—A nti-venin In large doses may be 
useful. 
Blood transfusion is occasion­ 
ally necessary. 


In conclusion Dr. Fox calls the a t­ 
tention of th e snake bitten person to 
he folly of foolish and harm ful rem e­ 
dies. 
He urges to not give whiskey 
or alcohol in any form to the patient. 
Potassium p erm anganate is 
useless 
nd harm ful. 
C auterization is useless 
as well as painful, he declares, and 
he use of a m adstone Is foolish. 
He points out th a t the im portant 
rem edy is to keep the poison localized. 
His advice is based on the w ork by 
Dr. Dudley Jackson, San A ntonio, Tex- 
s, know n throughout the world where 
poison snakes abound.
